The composition of claim 14 wherein said antagonist is an anti-EG-VEGF 
antibody that binds essentially the same epitope of EG-VEGF bound by an antibody selected 
from the group consisting of anti-EG-VEGF monoclonal antibodies 1C6.1H6.1D7, 
2A3.1C5.1F3, 2A8.1H4.1E7 and 4H9.1 A7.1H6.
